port for the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion in a time of international per­ 
il. 
“Our 
differences 
g i v e 
us 
strength if we have them at the 
right time,” Johnson said. ‘ But 
now, let’s close ranks behind our 
leader — so he won’t have to 
keep looking over his shoulder at 
Michigan to see that the Demo­ 
crats aren’t carving each other 
up.” 
Rift Healed? 
The vice president denied at a 
news conference earlier that his 
visit to Detroit was in the role of 
a peacemaker. 
But state 
party officials 
and

WASHINGTON

The 
Puritan ethic seems likely to suf­ 
fer a defeat in this year 1963. The 
betting on Capitol Hill is that the 
American people will have to take 
a tax cut, whether or not they re­ 
gard it as sinful. 
Many of them do so regard it, 
at a time when tho government 
is using red ink by the bucketful. 
This is shown by a vox pop sur­ 
vey—a rather extensive peek at 
letters 
received 
by 
Congress 
members and other officials. 
Most of the letters — whether 
impeccably typed, handwritten on 
yellow ruled paper or scrawled on 
postcards—say taxes arc tex) high 
and need cutting. 
However, m a n y of them contain 
large “ buts” : Spending should be 
slashed to offset the revenue loss; 
reforms that discourage thrift, en­ 
terprise, 
home 
ownership 
and 
charity should bo avoided. 
Reforms May Wait 
In vain, the White House and 
Treasury 
say 
that 
the 
reforms 
President Kennedy has proposed 
would do no such thing; that near­ 
ly everybody would get a tax re­ 
duction. There is a deep-seated 
suspicion on the part of many that 
once the government begins tamp­ 
ering with their deductions, they 
will eventually wind up worse off. 
Lately Kennedy has given first 
priority to tax cuts, hinting that 
if need be, reforms could wait for 
another year. This improved the 
prospect 
for 
a 
tax 
cut, 
even 
though 
formidable 
barriers 
re ­ 
in ain. 
Among them are Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd. D-Va.. Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee chairman who loathes red 
ink; and Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., chairman of the House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee. 
They think reforms should accom­ 
pany tax cuts. 
The 
introduction of the phrase 
“ Puritan ethic” in the great tax 
discussion did the Kennedy cause 
no good. Needled by a Congress- 
lady, Walter W. Heller, Kennedy’s 


chief economic 
adviser, 
said 
it 
was remarkable that the “basic 
Puritan 
ethic” 
prompted 
the 
American people to balk at a tax 
cut in times of big deficits. 
Afraid Of Inflation 
An example of a letter to Sen. 
Byrd: 
“ Who is this Mr. Heller, who 
thinks the more one spends the 
richer they are? All the so-called 
tax reforms are going to do is dis­ 
courage thrift.” 
Another letter to the same Sen­ 
ator opposed tax cuts lest “ we 
have a wild stampede like the 
great Romans had before they hit 
the bottom, sinking in the swamps 
of greed and self contentment ” 
Another: “My household (family 
of five) would collapse in short 
order if run by the financial pre­ 
cepts of the federal government.” 
But the same unease over spend­ 
ing crops up in letters to other 
legislators. Here’s one from a bus­ 
inessman to a Senator who backs 
the 
Kennedy 
program: 
“The 
pseudo tax cut, with suggested re­ 
forms, would only be further in­ 
flationary.” 
This senator has received many 
like this, plus some on the other 
side. 
Many 
who 
write 
appear 
mo­ 
tivated 
by 
their own 
economic 
circumstances. Businessmen tend 
to stress encouragement to free 
enterprise; spinsters say taxes hit 
single 
people 
unfairly; 
married 
folk 
ask 
consideration 
for

needs of the kiddies. 
It is not all one-sided however, 
as shown by this letter to a house 
member: 
“ Everyone 
I 
know 
seems to be in favor of a tax cut 
(no matter how small* and all 
would bo more than willing to put 
the extra money into circulation 
to boost the economy.” 
Billy Graham III, 
Cancels His Tour 
HONOLULU (AP) — Evangelist 
Billy Graham, ill in a Honolulu 
hospital, has cancelled a revival j 
tour for the first time in his 
career.

Sen. Byrd, 75, 
Again Ready To 
Cut Spending 


WASHINGTON (A P)-Sen. Har­ 
ry Flood Bvrd. who has been a 
hair 
shirt 
for 
four 
presidents, 
rounds out 30 years in the Senate 
today still full of fight at 75. 
The stocky Virginia Democrat 
is warming up his financial guns 
for a battle he knows he isn’t go­ 
ing to win. but one which he is 
confident will jar the foundations 
of President Kennedy’s 198.8-bil­ 
lion spending program. 
As chairman of the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee, Byrd has de­ 
ployed 
his 
not 
inconsiderable 
forces in a war likely to last all 
session. The first skirmish 
will 
conte over an administration re­ 
quest for an increase in the fed­ 
eral debt limit. 
No III Will 
The 
doughty 
Virginian 
knows 
his own conscience won’t let him 
stop some increase in the debt 
limit 
because 
the 
government 
couldn’t pay its bills without it. 
But before Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Douglas Dillon gets through 
he may have to scale down the 
$320-billion ceiling he is recom­ 
mending. 
When Kennedy recently backed 
a move to enlarge the Finance 
Committee from 17 to 19 mem ­ 
bers, the Senate’s affection and 
respect for Bvrd played no little 
part in handing the President a 
political shellacking. . 
Bvrd. let it be known he bore 
Kennedy 
no ill will for trying to 
pack his committee. To the sen­ 
ator it was only an incident to be 
chalked un along with scores of 
others which have marked his po­ 
litical feuds with presidents. 
Breaks With Presidents 
These began back in the days of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. B.vrd, who 
had campaigned for FDR, broke 
with the president because he re­ 
neged 
on 
his 
promises 
to 
cut 
spending. 
As the Senate seat-mate of Har­ 
ry 
S. 
Truman 
for 
five 
years, 
Byrd 
got 
along fine 
personally 
with that president for a while. 
But 
Truman 
seized 
the 
steel 
plants, dismissed Gen. Douglas A. 
MacArthur and proposed a lot of 
civil rights measures. 
The president and the senator 
parted company and soon Truman 
was saying there were “ too many 
Byrds in Congress.” They subse­ 
quently patched lip their friend­ 
ship. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was all 
right so far as Bvrd was con­ 
cerned, until the president sent 
troops into Little Rock and turned 
up with the biggest peacetime def­ 
icit in history. 
The 
record 
of 
disagreements 
with Kennedy remains to be com­ 
pleted 
Meanwhile, Byrd pursues 
the even-paced course which has 
given him the longest Senate ten­ 
ure of ani Virginian-—a record of 
which he is extremely proud. 


Peru Dictator 
Godoy Ousted By 
Military Junta 


LIMA. Peru (A P)—Gen. Nico- 
las Lindley Lopez, new chief of 
Peru’s military junta, says the 
bloodless ouster of Gen. Ricardo 
Perez Godoy will not affect hold­ 
ing of democratic elections sched­ 
uled for June 9. 
The civilian winner elected then 
is to replace the military bosses. 
Lindley, a one-time commando 
instructor 
in 
the 
U.S. 
Army, 
joined two other members of the 
four-man junta to force out Perez 
Godoy over the weekend. 
The six million people of this 
nation on South America's Pa­ 
cific coast took the change in the 
junta calmly, Lindley said it was, 
a 
m atter only 
of personalities 
within the junta. 
Lindley, a quiet, forceful man 
of 54, charged that his predeces­ 
sor tried to make himself a dic­ 
tator. 
“We did not overthrow the gov­ 
ernment 
last July 
to enthrone 
Perez Godoy as dictator,’ he de­ 
clared. 
The new leader is considered 
a strong anti-Communist and a 
good friend of the United States. 
He studied at the Command and 
General Staff School in Ft. Leav­ 
enworth. Kan., in 1946-47 and was 
a 
commando 
instructor 
there. 
Twice since he has visited U.S. 
military installations. 
The junta seized flower last July 
18. charging that President Man­ 
ual Prado had permitted fraud in 
the elections to name his succes­ 
sor. 
Critics 
charged 
the 
junta 
trumped up the charges to pre- 
: lent election of Victor Hava de 
la Torre, anti-Communist candi­ 
date of the leftist APRA party. 
Lindley was the junta's war 
minister. He and the other junta 
members reportedly accused Per­ 
ez Godoy of acting independently 
of the junta's collective leader­ 
ship. There was no indication that 
a new fourth man will be named 
to the junta.

It apparently carried the 
victims over a 70-foot, sheer wall 
to a creek bed below. The snow 
is 30 feet or more deep in the 
canyon, searchers said. 
Hudson was on the way from 
his ranch home five miles south 
of Ouray to Silverton to conduct 
Sunday services. 
Mrs. Hudson and the couple’s 
other three children remained at 
home when the minister started 
his ill-fated trip.

He 
grows a garden and has a huckle­ 
berry patch. He takes game when 
he needs it.. 
Not until spring, when the snows 
melts, will Sawyer venture “out­ 
side” again. 
A nephew from Flint, Leonard 
Goslow, co-owner of the home­ 
site, then will visit him and the 
two will come into Gaylord to­ 
gether. 
The nearest open road, beyond 
the snow-filled swamps and frozen 
rivers, is more than five miles 
away. 
Sawyer, a bachelor, says he has 
been self-sufficient most of his 
adult life. He grew up in a lumber 
camp. He says his father, Sam 
Sawyer, lived to 99. 
Sawyer cuts his own hair. He 
files his own axes to keep them 
sharp. He never has gone to a 
dentist. If a tooth annoys him, 
he says he yanks it out with a 
pliers. 
He has a simple philosophy. 
“ I pay all my debts. If I die, 
I won’t have any debts.

Governor Romney’s visitation 
upon the Upper Peninsula S atur­ 
day was a real nice clambake. Ifs 
theme, ‘‘Pulling Michigan Togeth­ 
er,” is a real nice idea. Making it 
work is going to be harder than 
saying it, and the Governor can 
paste that in his hat. 
It has already been pasted in his 
hat, though he probably doesn’t 
know it. Stuck to the inside of the 
stocking cap he wore on his sleigh 
ride down Escanaba’s main street, 
as hundreds of nominal Michi­ 
ganders cheered, was the label of 
a Sheboygan, Wis., firm. 
Much of what Michigan’s Gover­ 
nor saw in his “inaugural” visit to 
the other Michigan was made in 
Wisconsin.

Dairyland, which floods the U p­ 
per Peninsula’s necessarily small 
dairymen out of the m arket — 
washing out, silo by silo, an in­ 
dustry that is 80 per cent of the 
UP’s $20 million agricultural po­ 
tential. 
If Wisconsin dairymen are de­ 
livering their bounty to the UP 
below cost — as UP farm ers will ; 
tell Romney when he returns this 
sum m er to hear their plaints — j 


such a war of attrition is either 
dirty pool or free enterprise, de­ 
pending on w hat side of the bord­ 
er you view it from. 
T hat’s economic, a fact of geo­ 
graphic life, and Romney will have 
as much trouble doing anything 
about it as he w ill about the fact 
that the iron m ountains of the 
western UP are trying to sell 51 
per cent purity ore against 67 per 
cent purity foreign competition. 
Or about coaxing the diminishing 
whitefish back to Little Bay de 
Noc, and revive another depressed 
UP industry. 
Geographic Anomaly 
M ichigan’s interest in the Up­ 
per Peninsula is mostly political. 
The UP is an anom aly. It is not 
a part of M ichigan in any real 
sense and probably never should 
have been. It is the result of the 
political expediency of 1837, when 
there was neither Drew Pearson 
to expose nor W alter Lippmann 
to scold. 
It should have belonged to Wis­ 
consin by geography, and in a 
sense, at least, it does. At least as 
much at it belongs to Michigan. 
As a result, about the only Up­ 
per Peninsula people who get to 
Lansing are the state legislators, 
because they’re paid to get there. 
They therefore have just about 
the only Lower Peninsula views, 
or inform ation, in the Upper Pen­ 
insula, 
The people in the Upper Penin­ 
sula will say: “D etroit?” Oh yes, 
I was there once . . . about IO 
years ago.” The Mackinac Bridge 
connects the two M ichigan’s but a 
man in Ironwood has to drive 
more than 200 miles to get to the 
bridge.

Looks At The Back Country 
This being the point at which 
responsible columnists solve the 
problems they have posed, I sug­ 
gest:

There is need for understand­ 
ing that yesterday’s political ac­ 
cident is today’s fact of Michi­ 
gan life; that the body politic, like 
the body whole, cannot be heal­ 
thier than any of its parts, and 
that for every individual vote in

I suggest that when the Gover­ 
nor listens to UP troubles, he lis­ 
ten somewhere besides Escanaba, 
which is about as typical of the
